Capons cell best during the winter 


months, especially from Christmas'to 
the end of March, and are* regularly 
quoted In large markets, usually st a 
very substantial premium over roost- 
ers. The high price paid for capons 
Is merited becAuse of the excellent 
quality of their flesh. The cockerel 
and capon make about an tunal derel- 
opzaent when they are both young, but 
the capon soon outstrips the cockerel 
la (rowth. The capon finishes off and 
fattens more readily and economically. 


Cockerels, after they are fire months 


old. usually bring II to IS cents a 
pound. If held longer ttiiin this, how- 
ever, they become "sts.ggy~ and are 
classed ss old roosters, and do not 
bring more than 6 to 12 cents a pound. 
Capons In season, that Is, during the 
'winter months, and especially about 
holiday time,' bring 18 to 25 cents and 
often more per pound.' In localities 
where especially fine poultry Is raised, 
capons usually sell at somewhat bet- 
ter prices than roosters, but the differ- 
ence Is cot great. In fact. In the Bos- 
ton market many capons are picked 
clean and sold as "South shore roast- 
ers." The market for capons depends 
largely on local conditions, but the 
demand continues good cotwlthstand- 
| Ing the fact that more are raised each 


year. 


As capons are not usually marketed 


before Christmas or the first of Janu- 
ary, they have to be housed daring the 
late fall and early winter. ^Because of 
their quiet disposition they stand 
crowding'- <pilte well and have been 
successfully housed with only two or 
three square feet of Cocr space to a 
fowL It Is better,- however, to allow 
four'to five feet if possible. 


During the last month or month and 


a half before marketing, the corn in 
the ration should be gradually In- 
creased until the fowls are on a full 
fattening ration. For the last two or 
three weeks it to desirable to shut 
them up and feed them In crates, for 
every possible ounce at this stage adds 
to the appearance and profit. Machine 
cramming Is sometimes practiced the 
last week with excellent results. 


Killing and Dressing for Market. 
The capons selected for killing 


should be confined for 24 hours with- 
out feed or water, to completely empty 
their crops. The usual method of kill- 
ing la known as the sticking method. 
The fowl Is hung up by the feet, the 
head held la the left hand, and the 
whole body stretched to full length. 
The mouth Is forced open and, by 
means of a sharp, narrow-bladed knife 
held la the right hand, the blood ves- 
sels at the hack ot the throat are sev- 
ered with a single sweep. The knife Is 
then turned and the point plunged 
through* the root of the mouth to a 
point Just behind and, between the 
eye*. The brain Is here reached, and 
If properly stuck all feeling to then 
lost. 


Capons should always be dry picked. 


as they look much better and as come 
of the feathers should be left on. The 
feather* of the neck and head, the 
tafl feathers, those a short way cp the 
back, the feathers of the' last two 
Joints of the wing, and those of the 
leg. about one-third of the way from 
knee to hip Joint, should be left yon. 
These feathers, together with the head 
of the capon, serve to distinguish It 
from other classes of poultry on the 
market, and consequently should never 


e removed. 
Cspons scalded and 


picked bare tring very little. If any, 
better prices thin other poultry In the 
same condition. 


•Most markets require capons to be 


•usdrawn and the head.atd feet lett 
oa./ If drawing to require! the vent 
should be cut around and the lutes- 
tines pullad cct until the gizzard Is 
reached, wkere It to broken off. Noth- 
ing else Is removed. 


Coding and Packing. 


After picking, the carcasses are hucg 


.la a cool place cntil the animal trat 
has entirely left-tha body, when they 
are packed In boxes of convenient size, 
holding about a dozen carcasses.' Every 
attention should be gjven to neatness 
and attractiveness, as this helps the 


tale and the price. If they are shipped 
in warm weather- they should b« 
packed in Ice. 


It is extremely difficult to mske any 


general statement concerning the 
profits yielded by capons. That they 
do yield a profit In practically all cases 
Is undoubtedly true, but whether tte 
profit is sufficient to give up to them 
the time and room they require Is a 
question which must be settled by 
each. man's experience and by local 
conditions. 
Cattle Losses From Tapeworm Cysts. 


The prevalence of tapeworm cysU 


In the muscles of cattle depends upon 
two things, the widespread custom of 
eating'raw or rare beef and general 
earelessnes la the disposal of human 
excreta. The* cysts are Immature 
stages of tapeworms, which develop to 
maturity when eaten by human beings 
In raw or Imperfectly cooked beef. 
Cattle acquire the cysts eolely as a 
result of swallowing the eggs of the 
tapeworm, which occur In enormous 
numbers In the Intestinal dejecta of 
human tapeworm carriers. The propa- 
gation of the parasite would be stopped 
If no one ate beet unless It was thor- 
onghl^ cooked, or If human excreta 
were universally disposed cf la a sani- 
tary manner. 


The prevention of tapeworms In hu- 


man beings and of tapeworm cysts In 
cattle Is therefore essentially simple. 


Beef should not be esten raw cr 1m- 


perfectly_cooked. Dried be«f. however^ 
may be eaten uncooked with impunity, 
£s tapeworm cysts will not withstand 
the curing and drying to which this 
product is subjected. As a general 
rule, however, uncooked meat to un- 
safe? raw pork Is particularly danger- 
ous because it Is liable to be Infested 
with parasites known as trichinae, 
which produce the serious disease 
trichinosis. 


Persons harboring tapeworms,.espe- 


cially If they live on farms where cat- 
tle are kept. shouU take appropriate 
medicinal treatment for the removal 
of the parasites under the direction of 
a physician. 


Farms should b« provided with sani- 


tary prrrles (see Firmer*' Bulletin 
{S3, la which various types of these 
buildings are described). Particular 
fare should be taken that human In- 
testinal dejecta are not deposited la 
barns, barnyards, pastures or la other 
places favorable to the contamination 
of grass, hay or other fodder, or drink- 
ing water. The barnyard manure pile 
Is a particularly objectionable place. 
a* cattle commonly feed upon the hay 
and straw which they find there. 


Carelessness In the disposal of hu- 


man excreta on farms results cot only 
In a high percentage of Illness from 
typhoid fever and hookworm Infesta- 
tion, but also cauies a great deal of 
loss to the live stock Industry from 
parasitic Infestation traceable to the 
contamination of grass, hay and other 
fodder, and water by hum&a excre- 
ment 


Recently during the course of a 


single year nearly 43,000 carcasses of 
cattle slaughtered at establishments 
operating under federal meat Inspec- 
tion were found by Inspectors to be 
Infested with tapeworm cysts In the 
muscles, s^called beef measles. This 
represents a considerable loss la the 
meat supply cf the country as car- 
casses affected with measles are whol- 
ly or partially condemned, according 
to the degree of Infestation. Portions 
of affected carcasses which may be 
passed fcr food after removal of tha 
cysts are required aj aa'additional 
safeguard to be refrigerated long 
enough to destroy the vitality of any 
parasites which cigl-t have been over- 
looked.^ thus entailing added expense 
la the handling of the ceat. la scce 
cases the meat trom affected carcasses 
is permitted to te sterilized by teat, 
placed la cans snl Ute!ed and soil as 
second grade meat. 


The losses because of condemna- 


tion, refrigeration and sterilizatloa 
are necessarily inCered by the pro- 
ducer and the consumer la lower 
prices for the live cattle on the one 
hand, ted higher trices for beef oa 
the other.

This Is 
a filthy habit and Introduces a great 
many bieterla Into the milk. These 
bacteria hare their effect, first, npon 
th« flarcr ot the milk and cream, and 
later upon the butter. 
. The most common source of filth la 
'milk Is the cow at milking time. If j 
she has a cake of manure on her side, 
U Is almost Impossible to zntlk her 
without getting same of the manure In 
th» milk. With' this filth U not only 
Introduced the bad flaror of the mar 
nure" Itself, but also Innumerable bao- 
terU which derelop when they are la 
the milk at a faTorable temperature 
T«ry rapidly and trlng about flayora 
la the mOk similar to the flaror of the 
filth with which they were Introduced.

Report Shows 3,123 Fires With 


Destructionjif $4,364,195

loss of ?S4,970, showing clearly that 
Vcrosene likewise is not free 
from

quent »fire waste could hare been 
prevented had proper care been 
exercised.'*

The report of the state fire mar- 
shal's office for the last fiscal year 
says that during the year there were 
3,123 fires reported and a total loss 
of S4,3&1,195. 
. ;. 
Two thousand . and twenty-eight 


fires were in dwellings and - barns, 
doing a damage of {2323,415; so that 
about two-thirds of the number of 
fires and one-half of the total losses 
occurred in buildings bousing hu- 
man beings and domestic animals. 
In such fires many lives are sacri 
ficed annually on.the altar of care- 
lessness. 'The.report refers to a.de- 
fective fireplace in a summer cottage 
at Lake IJ el a van which caused a fire 
in which three children lost their 
lives. 
"We are momentarily shocked at 
such news, then forget all about it 
and neglect the cause," says the re- 
port. Continuing it says: 


"Analyizing the causes 
of these 
fires closely, we find thatTGO fires, 
causing a loss of 11,059,770, were 
due to defective heating plants, boil- 
ers, furnaces, • stoves, 
fireplaces, 
stovepipes, hot air. pipes, 
smoke- 
stacks, chimneys and sparks from 
the last two named. This depart- 
ment has ofliii called attention to 
the proper and safe installation of 
healing plants, the proper construc- 
tion of chimneys, and the necessity 
of cleaning these out regularly. 
There are two lightning losses on 


roddcd Buildings, with a loss of 
65,800, and 331 on buildings 
not 
rodded, with a loss of 8161,210. The 
record again emphahizes in 
the 
strongest manner the efficacy 
of 


lightning rods, when properly In- 
stalled.
